We have continued to enjoy implementing our aim to serve home gardeners and 
growers who supply produce to others using only the old traditional open pollinated 
varieties. 


It’s not always possible to keep each variety in the catalogue every year. Many growers 
world-wide share our vision so we are able to offer the widest range without resorting 
to patented hybrids which are a man manipulated genetic variant. With the heritage 
varieties growers can select their own seed for future plantings. 


Although there are concerns about quarantine costs to W.A., as usual Eden Seeds has 
arranged for all inspection fees to be debited directly to us so that our customers have 
NO QUARANTINE FEES TO W.A. 


Through internal efficiencies we are able to drop the price of Eden Seeds packets 
down (from $3.40) to $3.20 this year. We’ve kept our Select Organic packets at the 
same price of $3.70, largely due to the increased costs of administering the certified 
organic range which has been a big concern. 


You may notice some of our seed packets coming through on brown paper. The 
improvement is a higher grade of recycled paper. It is hoped that an increased demand 
over time will bring a wider colour range of papers.

Shifting to Recycled Packets 


Over the last two years we’ve made special 
efforts to shift as much of our paper 
consumables as possible to recycled. Our 
new seed packets for Eden Seeds & Select 
Organic are now using 100% recycled paper! 
(including the colour packets). We use a 
variety of paper stock including; Eco Brown, 
Plain White, and a Coated Silk stock for the 
colour packets, all of which (regardless of 
appearance) are 100% recycled. 


We still have a lot of existing envelopes/ 
packets (which are not recycled but are from 
sustainable forests) that will take us many 
years to use, however you may notice some 
of the new seed packets coming through in 
recycled paper. Our recycled packets can be 
identified on the back of the packet which 
also includes the AFS certification number. 


Unfortunately our signature yellow/gold 
packets for Eden Seeds are not currently 
available in 100% recycled paper, so we’ve 
had to use the Brown Eco paper. We hope 
you understand & support our shift in the 
packet appearance for the sake of going 
recycled. 


Other products we’ve changed are: our A4 
office paper is 100% recycled, our large C4 
envelopes (for the catalogue mailing) are 
100% recycled, the new bulk seed envelopes 
are 100% recycled, and in future our regular 
DL envelopes will also be 100% recycled. 


Since Australian native forests are still being 
used to make paper, we hope that our 
choice (albeit a relatively small presence) 
may help reduce the impact on our native 
forests and wildlife, and hopefully inspire 
others to choose recycled materials as well. 


What about this catalogue? 


Unfortunately, we are unable to use 100% 
recycled paper for our catalogue, however 
this paper is PEFC certified from sustainably 
managed forests and controlled sources.

For the benefit of all farmers, 
gardeners and consumers who want an

We pledge that we do not knowingly buy or 
sell genetically engineered seeds or plants. 


The mechanical transfer of genetic material 
outside of natural reproductive methods 
and between genera, families or kingdoms, 
poses great biological risks as well as 
economic, political, and cultural threats.

AMARANTH 
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GRAIN AMARANTH (Amaranthus 
hypochondriacus) - Greens rich in vitamins 
and minerals, leaves have less oxalic acid 
than spinach. Eat raw or cooked. Protein 
leaf and grain. Seeds have over 18% protein, 
higher than corn or wheat, eat popped. 
Hardy summer annual to 1m, don't sow 
deeply, scatter on top of soil and rake in. Sow 
after frost. 95 days. The processed products 
are available through Coles and Woolworths 
supermarkets and selected Health Food 
stores. The cereal can be used alone with 
milk, fruit, and honey, or mixed with other 
cereals.

ARTICHOKE 


(Cynara scolymus) 

Gourmet vegetable, originating from 
Western Mediterranean in ancient times.

Rapid growing, use in 
garden windbreak. Cut buds when heads 
are tight and flat 5cm below bud, late first 
summer, boil until tender. Cut plant and 
mulch after harvest. Well drained, well 
limed soils. Plant after frost. 


FRENCH PURPLE - (VIOLET DE PROVENCE) 
Similar to Green Globe with heads of purple 
bracts.

GREEN GLOBE - Silver-green plant, standard 
and most common Australian variety, 
also suited to warm climates. The most 
esteemed variety in Paris in 1859. Seed 
count: 22/g.

ASPARAGUS 


(Asparagus officinalis) 

Perennial used in ancient times in 
Mediterranean area. Cook lightly. Three 
years to first edible spears from seed, best 
in areas with cold winters. Male seedlings 
which are the best croppers are the thicker 
ones at transplanting. Cut old fronds, 
fertilize and mulch each winter at which 
time the root crowns can be transplanted. 
Once established can last 20 years. Likes 
light friable soils and pH around 7.0, sunny 
spot or partially shaded, use well rotted 
manure and heavy mulch. Sow after frost. 


CONNOVER'S COLOSSAL - Thick dark green 
shoots, developed in 1873, listed in 1897 in 
Australia, most popular until replaced by 
Mary Washington. Seed count: 23/g.

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MARY WASHINGTON - Delicious early 
long straight large spears with tight tips. 
Resistance to some types of rust. Most 
popular variety in Australia in 1940's.

BEAN, BROAD 

(Vicia faba) 

Known in Britain 600 B.C. Valuable winter 
and spring vegetable as it withstands 
heavy frost, used as fresh or dried bean. 
Eat fresh from pods like peas, or dried 
seeds excellent cooked for casserole 
recipes and boiled as Greek style salad 
with avocado and garlic, also used to 
make hummus. Rich in vitamins B and E. 
Pinching out tips after the first flowers 
appear encourages pods to set particularly 
in warmer areas. Plants may need support 
by strings between stakes. Likes only 
slightly acid soil, too much manure 
promotes too much leaf growth. Sow late 
summer, autumn, winter, and spring in 
colder areas. Mature plants tolerate frost. 
90-120 days. 


AQUADULCE - (LONG POD) - Nutty flavour, 
long well filled pods. 90 days.

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COLES DWARF - Heavy crop with long pods 
to 20cm, shorter plant. Seed count: 1/g.

BEAN, BUSH 

(phaseolus nanus) 

Also called DWARF, FRENCH or SNAP BEAN. 
Most popular vegetable, originally from 
South and Central America, cultivated 
500 B.C., introduced to France by 1535. 
High yielding and rich in vitamins A, B & C. 
Use successive plantings whilst frost free. 
Grows well in all soils if not waterlogged. 
Does best in near neutral conditions. Sow 
after frost. 


BROWN BEAUTY - 15-16cm flat shiny 
green pod, very good yield, some disease 
resistance, ideal old-fashioned home 
gardener variety. 55 days.

BLUE LAKE - Green, fleshy, stringless and 
tender when mature. Heavy bearing with 
rounded pods 14-17cm, does well in warm 
areas, also suited to freezing. Grown in USA 
since 1885. 65-75 days.

Black seeded, purple flower, from 
southern India in 1973. Pods eaten when 
young if cooked.

Brown 
seeded, white flower, flowering late and 
over several months in the absénce of frost. 
Pods eaten when young if cooked. From 
Kenya 1962. Sow after frost. Seed count: 4/g.

%& MADAGASCAR BEAN (Phaseolus 
lunatus) - Large flat kidney shaped maroon 
and white seed, eaten fresh or dried, must 
be cooked to eliminate glucosides, tropical 
origin.

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K NEW GUINEA BEAN - Actually a hard 
shelled gourd up to 2m long. Pick at 100mm 
to 200mm and eat like zucchini.

Used by the Chinese on rice 
bunds as green manure crop. Excellent living 
mulch. Summer growing annual.

Immature pods used as green bean, seed 
cooked when still green, seeds are distinctive 
oval bright red. Mature seed need treatment 
before eaten. Tropical climber.

WATER CHESTNUT) (Pachyrrhizus erosus) 
Climbing perennial from Central America. 
Edible part is tuber eaten raw or cooked 
has the texture of raw apple, sweet white 
crisp flesh, high quality starch, when cooked 
it retains its crispness and is often used in 
Chinese dishes in place of water-chestnut 
and bamboo shoots. Beans and pods are 
inedible, containing rotenone - a potent 
insecticide. Sow tubers and seeds as soon 
as frost is over in milder climates. Larger 
tubers when flowers and pods are pruned 
off. Space about 10-20 cm. apart. 150-180 
days. Seed count: 5/g.

BEETROOT 


(Beta vulgaris) 

High nutrition and vitamin content, tops 
are rich source of vitamin C, eat in salads 
or soups. Native of northern Africa and 
western Mediterranean, ancient Greeks 
used leaves only. Beetroot can be steamed 
with other vegies or grated raw as well as 
boiled and pickled for salads. Best results 
in soil with pH over 6 and if always kept 
moist. Can sow indoors and transplant. 
Thin to 30-50mm, young thinnings may 
be transplanted older thinnings as leaf 
vegetable, sow after frost. Roots store 
well after harvest. Sow spring to autumn, 
anytime in mild climates. 
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BULL'S BLOOD - Dark red-purple leaves 
for salad mix, colour is increased with age, 
remarkable flavour, striking zoned root. Use 
as baby beet or full size. 35 days till leaf, 58 
days for root.

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HOW TO APPLY INOCULANT TO 
THE SEED 


[1]. Place seed in a container (say a bucket). 


[2]. Add inoculant and some powdered milk 
(dry) as a sticking agent and medium for the 
bacteria to break its dormancy and be ready 
for the emerging plant. Stir well. 


[3]. Add enough water to wet the seed but 
no surplus water. Stir well. 


[4]. Wash your hands (you will see how 
effective the milk powder is as a sticker as 
it will harden on your hands if you leave it). 


[5]. Broadcast and rake in seed. 


LEGUMES / GREEN MANURES / GRAINS 


It is enough to cut green manures as they flower though they can also be cultivated into the top 5cm (2 inches) of soil. As part of the 
rotation they help build up organic matter and the rotation can be used to control weeds and break the cycle of pests and disease. 


If one is available an inoculant is enclosed with the seed in a small plastic envelope. This is to be mixed through the seed 
before it is sown. As it is a dry powder it is best to use a “sticker” to ensure that every seed has a little on it. A good “sticker” is 
milk powder. So mix a little milk powder with the inoculant and seed. Add a tiny bit of water but not enough to leave any surplus 
in the mixing container or the mix will not stick very well (your hand will be sticky too but it scrubs off easily). 


The inoculant is a dormant, beneficial, symbiotic bacteria which helps the plant obtain nitrogen from the air (in the soil), 
however the plants will grow successfully without the inoculant. Keep unused inoculant under refrigeration as it is to be kept in 


a dormant state until sown.

Seed depth is governed by the size of seed. Usually one to two times seed thickness. For spacing try to imagine the space taken up by mature plants. 
Sow accordingly or more HEK and thin out later. Some, mostly small seeds, require raising as seedlings and transplanting, others, mostly large seeds, 
prefer to be direct sown. 


Variables such as soil types, fertility soil temperature, climatic conditions and cultural practices all have different effects on growth response of seeds. 
Local knowledge is invaluable. In milder climates, in sheltered town gardens and by the sea, where there are milder conditions including no frost, allow 


plantings later and earlier. 


HERBS require similar conditions to vegetables. We can give no one ideal set of growth conditions. As a general guide most require a sunny position, 
moist and well drained, mulched, mostly fertile weed-free soil, protected from frost and wind.

Best temperatures 16°C to 28°C. Harvest with scissors, cut whole plant or 
leaves only leaving stems as many will re-shoot from stem nodes. Baby Leaf 
and Micro Greens may well prove to be an easier and nutritious way to add 
wholesome vitamins and minerals to your diet.
